So, while I*m glad to get the 
clippings and shore his estimate of tn- deficiencies, if toot 1? tn- word, of the 
investigation and tag IAPD and nost of ell about tne me a in charge, I am not hope 
ful of a good end. oma of tnoee involved are nuts, some charlatans. 

However, one gusane bombing does interest me and I’d welcome everything 
you have on tact. I’m not "honing tomorrow night because there ia no rush. Lot me 
taka o few minutes before end expected end overdue phone call to try end explain. 

I almost sold a major publisher e book, BOMB BlBY 90MB; Thn -Oountry Bill Burn, end 
the underlying tnerae being American violence ia as American as cherry pie. i hia 
would snow that official interest evolves only waen tnere .ia violence from tne 
disaffected left end dininnerited minorities, who feel they nave little alternative. 

1 t would ta.m trace recent rignt-wing bombing end assassins biona, about wnich little 
or nothing was done, anew th • degree of federal remonalbility ^J>kue state in seme 
cases;, reproduce defused rightwing manuals ll’ve gotten several more since you 
were hero, and conclude that unless there is e major chi-nge in society by peaceful 
means if will be a ttemptod by violence, tnere being no filter native for the young 
save acceptance of tm unacceptable, ebiheation, etc. x have a norveloue einglc- 
dt-ys burden of news that only the insane could accept, tne dey I decided to do 
that providing one that could hardly be improved upon. As you knw ? there ir much in 
COUP thet oennot be in tue commercial edited edition l now erpoctithe cell ir on 
negotiations on tne contract). 

1 dont think anyone has drawn together the recent history of the bombings 
of the right, ana they have been extensive. I’ve interviewed some of these characters 
and have enough on others. 1 think, especially if editing were promptly available 
for a rapidly -written took, it could ssrve a socially-construc fcige purpose and be 
co i -.ercialiy acceptable and successful. *o did the vice pr si dent of a major uo.se, 
wnich did net turn it down out of -and. The did consider it, seriously, and tne 
reason given for tuc rejection, believed by the viae-prssident/ friend, can be over- 
come, certainly by a successful initial printing. 

This would be a vary frightening book, for tne_comfortnble unthinking, 
tue complacent, the gradualists. 1 coul do it with wnst _ have, but would like ell 
of the other things you now understand that are possible , r 'l can avail the indexing 
by your helper, then would welcome the clips. ~ place little faith in tne ?reep, 
so if you got any eotablishaanterian stuff, or nave cays of getting it from such 
organs u3 the LA Tines, I'd '.
